What is claimed is: 

1 . A service supply method, in which a customer receiving 
serviced and at least one of a plurality of suppliers capable 
of supplying a service desired by the customer are linked, and 
supply of saia\desired service from said supplier to said customer 
is enabled, comprising the steps of: 

acquiring supplier information concerning at least one of 
a time when each orVsaid suppliers can supply said service, a 
quality of service that each of said suppliers can supply, a 
location of each of sard suppliers, and a fee constituting good 
value for the supply of\said service via a network; 

acquiring customer\ information concerning said service 
desired by said customer; Wd 

allowing the customer who desires the supply of said desired 
service and the supplier capable of supplying the desired service 
to correspond with each other Dased on a plurality of items of 
said supplier information and said customer information acquired . 

2. A service supply method Ain which a customer receiving 
services and at least one of a plurality of suppliers capable 
of supplying a desired service desired by the customer are linked 
and supply of said desired service fVom said supplier to said 
customer is enabled, comprising the sVeps of: 

acquiring supplier information concerning at least one of 
a time when each of said suppliers can supply said service, a 
quality of service that each of said suppliers can supply, a 
location of each of said suppliers, and a fee constituting good

\ storing the acquired supplier information in a database; 
acquiring customer information concerning said service 
desia^d by said customer; and 

llowing the customer who desires the supply of said desired 
service and the supplier capable of supplying the desired service 
to correspond with each other based on said acquired customer 
information^ and said supplier information read out from said 
database . 

10 3 . The service supply method according to any one of claims 

1 and 2 , where in\ said service is a service associated with medical 
attention or a aervice associated with care. 

4. A servicet supply system, in which a customer receiving 
services and at least one of a plurality of suppliers capable 
215 of supplying a service desired by the customer are linked, and 

supply of said des iredWrvice from the supplier to said customer 
is enabled, comprising: 

supplier information acquiring means for acquiring 
supplier information concerning at least one of a time when each 
2 0 of said suppliers can supplyvsaid service, a quality of service 

that each of said suppliers isan supply, a location of each of 
said suppliers , and a fee cons ti tilting good value for the supplying 
of said service; 

customer information acquiring means for acquiring 
2 5 customer information concerning s^id service desired by said 

customer; and 
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matching means for allowing the customer who desires the 
supply of said desired service and the supplier capable of 
suppl^^ng the desired service to correspond with each other based 
on a plurality of items of said supplier information and said 
customer information acquired. 

5. TheV service supply system according to claim 4, 
said sysytem further comprising: 

a databas^ for storing said supplier information. 

6 . The service supply system according to any one of claims 
4 and 5, wherein said service is a service associated with medical 
attention or a service associated with care. 
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
